Of course we will occasionally ineak in a 
reference to our imported TRIUMPH family cars and 
the TR-3 sports car, Other than these, our position is 
that these other makes that you may have heard of are 
iitrictly a matter of rumor. These are the cars sold and 
serviced by your TORRANCE dealers, any others that 
you see on the streets are probably just factory experi­ 
mental models or something some kid built up in his back 
yard.

TWO HERE AND' TWO TO SHOW. On the local 
ncene Dwiffht Eubank led off with his showing of .the 
1960 American Motors line Oct. 1. Dwiffht reports flood 
floor traffic and a srreat doal of interest in the now cars. 
This popular line whose ffreat sales record in 1050 prob 
kbly hastened the entry of other compacts, is essentially 
unchanged, except for engineering refinements and styl­ 
ing. There is now a four-door sedan on the 100 inch wheel- 
base "American" line and three new 9-passenp;er, four- 
idoor station wajrons have been added but are not yel 
available. PRICES, you will be tflad to hear, reflect no 
increase*. This is Indeed jrood news after several years 
on the escalator. Starting at .$1620 for the Metropolitan 
hardtop and running to a high of $3282 for the custom 
four-door, six-passenjrer station wagon, this line offers 
flomethinpr for almost every buyer.

CORVAIR IS THE STARLET on the automotive 
scene. This glamorous little lady is assured of stardom 
We predict jrreat public acclaim for this latest entry by 
CHEVROLET. This girl has the proportions to make 
every eye turn and styling to cause them to linger. Nol
* believer in the phrase "Its whats up front that counts,' 
Chevrolet engineers have done a masterful job in design­ 
ing the rear-engine power-plant. Air cooled and using an 
aluminum block, this compact little engine delivers 80- 
plus horsepower. From the performance characteristic.' 
noted in a test drive, it delivers them to the wheels, where 
they DO count. Ted Green, happy as a skunk eating cab­ 
bage, says their only problem is supply. PRICES on the 
local level start with a low of about $2150 for a stripper 
four-door in the cheaper line to around $2600 for the up­ 
per line \vith Powerglide. radio, boater, and other extras 
CHEVROLET'S regular line was also shown Oct 2.
